“Many white fishermen who for
years have followed the great schools
of salmon in thelr boats on the Fraser
river with t’hrlr gllinats, are inclined
to B¢ of the belef that this year will
witness the Inst extenslve operations
‘,.;-, the paeit of glilnet flshermen on the
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river., They bhise the foundation for
thelr bLellef on the fuot that a num-
her of traps have bom eracled along
the north side of the sralts of Juan
de Fuca this year, and thal next year
n great many moré will by located,
until they will rench o number when
the supply of Nsh they ecateh will be
so great that there will no longer be
any demand at the canneties for the
fish caught by the gill notters, They
belleve that only because the season
aof 1908 Ia the one of the liarge run of
fish in the cycle of four will gilin=ti-
ters be employed, In the three small
years to follow the present one the
canners, according to the fshermen,
will be able to obtaln fish from thelr
traps at & much lower price than th»
same could be obtained from the glll-
netters,”
